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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 8/31/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant remarks that the prior art fails to teach an encryption key for 
encrypting data, an application identifier for specifying a launch (run, execute, process), 
and an encryption key being encrypted. The examiner does not concur. Applicant's 
attention is drawn to the prior art as recited in the final office action. Additionally, the 
recitation of '681 in col. 6, lines 3 et seq. through col. 8, lines 10 teaches those features, 
and more exact col. 10, lines 3 et seq. teaches the key being encrypted in the files 
header. As to the use of random key, the prior art teaches the use of session and 
random key for encrypting the files and keys. As to decryption taking place in memory; 
no specific process, steps or devices has been recited which would distinguish over the 
prior art. Accordingly, the prior art is believed to provide for decryption of said files and 
keys. The official notice was not seasonably challenged so no reference was provided, 
additionally '681 teaches a distributed files system for storing datum, see col. 7, lines 5 
et seq..
